The cry of 
hitrd times had baeu huard all over the 
land for years.

SO-OALL5D PBOTKOTION TO LABOS, 


Thousands of psople can scarcely got 
bread for thsir families, while crops 
w«ro navf.r batter. It is net claimed 
that labor in Nevada is protected, yet it 
is better paid than in N»w Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and New England, where 
evtry industry in protected. Piieos are 
going down, aud while the fanner has 
to compete with the paupsr labor of 
Europe by 
exporting 
his pioducts 


abroad, h» must pay ths highest price 
for many of the necessaries of life, not 
to benefit labor, but monopolies. He 
would not disouia the tariff, and denied 
that the Democratic party, or any con- 
siderable part ef it, is in favor of free 
trade—in 
fact, 
the 
history 
of 
the 


country shows that there never has 
been a political party in favor of free 
trade, which ia simply clap-trap of poli- 
ticians. The county and tha community 
is best where everything is high-priced, 
labor as wall as its products, and he 
preferred a tariff, au indirect tax, to 
having Federal assessors and tax-col- 
lectors going around assessing and col- 
loating a direct tax, but the Eastern 
States, while asking high protection, 
will concede nothing to us. 


THE LABOB QUliTION. 


Regarding the labor question, Colo- 


nel Ellis said tho present Congftas and 
Administration had given it more prom- 
inence and attention than it ever before 
received, and the result TVBS the passage 
of several labor hills by the House of 
Representatives, prohibiting the «m- 
ployment of convict or imported labor 
by any branch of the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION. 


In 1870 tha Democratic State Conven- 


tion at Elko 
declared emphatically 


Bgaiust Chinese immigration and tha 
Burliugams treaty, and in 1880 and 
1884 the Naliouol Democratic platforms 
declared against Chinese, whilp, on the 
other hand, the Republisuna nt Cincin- 
nati would not insert a plaak against 
Chinese, though urged to do so by Sen- 
ator Jones, of this State. Ho read from 
ths record proof that Mr. Stewart, 
wbilo in the Senate, in discussing a 
measure aguinut which every Democrat 
voted, said: "Lst the Chinese come 
and they shall be protected by the 
strong arm of tho law." 


PUBLIC LANDS. 


On the subject of land grants Colonel 


Ellis said that from the organization of 
the Government to 1861, only 31,000,000 
acres of the public domain had been 
granted to States, and none to corpora- 
tions, while from 1862 to 1880, tha Re- 
publicans had given away 192,000,000 
acres of the public domain, and while 
B»publican Senators, like Cameron and 
even John Sherman voted ogainst some 
of those land grabs, the records do not 
show that William M. Stewart, while in 
the Senate ever raised his voice or 
voted against one of them. 


THE SII/VEK QUESTION. 


He had no charge to make ogainst 


Republicans of Nevada on the silver 
question, but the policy of the party 
showed that it is against its remonstizs- 
tion. The Government sold bonds at 
from 45 to 55 cents on ths dollar, and 
in 18G9-70 doubled their value by mak- 
ing Ihom payable in coin, and in 1873 
again sought to further increase their 
value by making them payable im gold 
by demonetizing silver. 
The act of 


1873 reduced the legal tender power of 
silver coins to five dollars, the silver 
dollar having doubtless been accident- 
ally left out of the bill, aud less advan- 
tage should be taken of the omission, in 
1874 they demonetized the dollar and in 
neither case did Mr. Stowart, who vras 
iu the Senate, object, and now, after a 
few months residence in the State, which 
he left sixteen years ago, he wants to be 
sent back to the Senate by the Republi- 
cans of Nevada. He said the history of 
tho demonetization of silver and the at- 
titude of the parties, show; that it is 
crystallized hypocrisy for any one to 
charge the Democr»ts witU being op- 
posed to silv«r. Speaker Carlisle who 
is for free coinage, put Bland, of Mis- 
souri, an old Nevadan, at the head of 
the Coinage Committee, and F»lton, of 
California, who was supposed, as a Pa- 
cific Coast member, to b» a free coinage 
man, was also put on the committee. 
Folton reported against Eland's free 
coinage bill, as did every Republican on 
the committee, yet he was renominatsd 
by acclamation for re-election by Pacific 
Kepublicrns. 


PENSIONS AUD THE MAVT. 


Colonel Ellis, as a lawyer, stated that 


under the statutes acy soldier entitled 
to a pension could and would receive i$, 
and ths men who bore the brunt of Wat- 
tle ue. as a general role, opposed to 


•pecial passion bill* being passed by 
Congress, as it is conclusive proof that 
there is something wrong. 


He upoka of the navy and the refusal 


of the Secretary of the Navy to accept 
the Dolphin. 


A CANDID AT» FOB 8INATOB. 


Col. Ellig, iu conclusion, said it had 


been many y«ars since he asked tbo 
Democratic party for a favor, but ho 
now asks, if tha nsit Legislature is 
Democratic, tint he, an old and bona 
fide resident of the State, be sent to the 
United States Senate. He is not the 
protege of any p?rson or corpoiation, 
but is a candidate on his own respoiiHi- 
bility, earnestly soaking aa honorable 
position that should only be bestowed 
upon a citizen of Nevada.

The S. F. Bulletin says: 
Thera is a coneidemble revival of 


mining in the iiorthenBtern p\rt of the 
State, where qaartz Udges of considera- 
ble richness hare beon ditcovered and 
will be worked. One of the latest dis- 
coveries, however, ring been rnnde about 
two and one-lmlf ni.i.'i east of Megalin, 
Butt* county, where gold hua been 
found in the bed of a streaut which has 
been found In the bed of a stream which 
has never before been worked, 
About 


$500 worth of gold obtained here was 
exhibited in ihis city yesterday, the 
smallest piece being worth 50 cents and 
the largest $8 23. The gold obtained 
from this stream sells readily for $13 25 
per ounce. All ths gold found shows 
tha action of vtater, being smoothed and 
ronnded like pebbles. 


It is believed that there will be a rush 


to 
Meadow Lake district, oorth of 


T'ruckoe, next year. There exist fcere 
vast amounts of rich ore, which, hvw- 
ever, proved so regractory thut it could 
not be worked. Before it was btlieved 
that no method of working it could be 
devised, a large settlement was formed 
there, number. rig over 5,000 people. 
But when all were convinced that the 
ore could not be made to yi*kl up its 
gold, an exoclns took place, uud during 
«, single Fall the town was deserted, 
houses being locked up and abandoned, 
and in some iuatAucea household furni- 
ture being left. 
Only one man was left, 


and for several ri-ars he has been on- 
guged in getting out ore and sending it 
to San Francisco, where experiments to 
discover some luatbod of working it have 
been made. It ii believed now'that the 
precess has been discovered which will 
enable miners to extract tha inillioca of 
dollars which are in sight. Tbu process 
was discovered by Dr. W. S. Whitwell 
of this city, and mills and other neces- 
sary structures will be erected in the 
Meadow Lake district, aud be in run- 
ning ord»r by tho first of next July.

is coiiGdently believed by those who 
have co interest in the miues that then) 
will be a greut rxcitemant in this mining 
region next year.
